VANCOUVER, B.C, Dee 14.—Sir Wilfrid Laurier today brought 
his election message to the Pacific Coast. In his first visit to Van- 
couver since 1910, he stayed less than nine hours, but spoke +o five 
gatherings of the electors, one of them exclusively for women, admis 
sion to all of them being by ticket. Women filled the ball room of the 
Hotel Vancouver where, at 4 o’clock, the Liberal leader delivered his 
first and longest address, From here he went to four theatres, all 
filled to the limit of seating capacity. He spoke in all to about 8000 
be ny it is estimated. He was received everywhere with very 
1earty cheers and he was heard with close attention. At 8 o’clock 
tonight he and his party left for the East. They will reach Winnipeg 
oi. Monday morning and will receive the election returns in sty 
city. 

Sir Wilfrid devoted the greater part of his time to the econscrip- | 
iton issue. He declared that by persuasion, and not by coercion, he 
could bring the province of Quebec into line with the other provinces | 
of the Dominion in the matter of enlistment. He held the Borden | 
government responsible for Quebee’s showing and charged that there 
bad been an alliance between the Conservatives and the Nationalists, 
which had spent Conservative money in teaching Quebee not to fight 
the Empire’s tvars.

| Borden outfitted Canadian soldiers with boots they eduld not 
walk in, with equipment they could not wear and with rifles that 
failed when needed most. 

General Sir Douglas Haig reported in July, 1916, that the 
losses to the Canadian 2nd and 8rd divisions at the Battle of 
| Zillebeke from June 2nd to 12th, 1916, were in large measure 
because the Ross rifles wif whieh these divisions were armed had 
jammed under rapid fire. 

General Sir John French had made a like report after the 
battle of Langemark, over a year before; and had on his own 
responsibility re-armed the Canadian Ist division with Lee 
Enfields, 

The Borden Government knew in May, 1915, from the report 
of Sir John French that the Ross rifle was inefficient for rapid 
| fire to resist mass attack, 

The Borden Goverment is guilty of the blood of the men who 
died at Zillebeke when their rifles jammed in the face of the 
German attack, because it had armed them with an inefficient 
rifle, knowing it to be inefficient. 

After the British Government—not the Canadian—had_re- 
armed the 2nd, 8rd and 4th Canadian divisions with Ross rifles, 
when not a platoon of Canadians in France was armed with those 
rifles; in January, 1917, the Borden Government passed through 
Parliament an estimate of two and one-half million dollars to pay 
for Ross rifles not yet made, 


Where has there ever been a ten dollar purchase of military 
| supplies since the war began except from the dealer authorized 
by the local patronage committee supporting the Borden 


government?

What has the Borden Government done for the dependents of 
soldiers? The separation allowance was not sufficient for their 
maintenance three years. ago when the cost of food was one- 
third less than it is today. The patriotic fund was collected to be 

added to the separation allowance. The patriotic fund has been 
| ent down, instead of being increased to meet the increased cost 
of living. The pay of all classes of wage workers have been in- 
creased, The prices of all farm products have increased, The 
profits of all forms of Big Business have increased, But the sup- 
| port of the dependent of the soldier has not been inereased. 
| Sir Robert Borden asked his followers in the House of Com- 
| mons to vote down a motion to inerease the allowance 
to the dependents of soldiers. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and his Liberal followers voted to 
increase the allowance. Sir Robert Borden and his Unionist fol- 
lowers, including Messrs. Douglas, Clark and Buchanan, M.P.’s, 
voted against. increasing the allowance. 


The pension of disabled soldiers and the relations of 
deceased soldiers is under order-in-council, not under statute, 
and can be changed from day to day. Sir Robert Borden promised 
to provice legislation at last session of Parliament that would fix 
the soldier’s right to pension, He had plenty of time and money 
to provide for the needs of MacKenzie and Mann, but none to 
| provide for the disabled soldier, His pension is still regulated by 
| order-in-council. The order may be changed at will and the 
soldier has no recourse, while the promise was made that the 
pension scale would be increased, and it has been inereased in 
name, but in proportion as the scale has been increased the diffi- 
culty of getting pension at all has been correspondingly in- 
creased, and the soldier is actually worse off than he was before,

FAILED OUR SOLDIERS TO 


ALMOST CRIMINAL DEGREE 


Report of Dr. Bruce's Scathing 


Indictment of Government and Its 


Duty to Soldiers—Terrific Waste in Maintenance of Hospitals 


While Surgery Was Bad 


and Organization Worse 


OTTAWA, Dec. 15.—No_ greater 
shock has been administered to the 
Public mind than wag contained in 
the terribly damning report of Dr. 
Bruce, who was appointed inspector 
general of the Canadian Overseas 
Medical service. It woutd be impos- 
Sibie to Conceive of a more scaling 
indictment of a government aepart- 
ment than is contained in @ somewnet 
lenginy report, from wien wo qvuty 
the to,lowing paragraphs: 

Meuicat arvurd a wisgrace 

“The present medicei board situa- 
on is a disgrace to the Canadian 
Medical Service and is responsipie 
largely for excessive wastage of the 
Canadian bxpeaitionary rurce and 
for the unsauistactory estimation oft 
pensions,” 

“TYne medical board department 
pracucally: runs itseif; there js no 
central control, no uniformity or 
standard among the difiterent boards, 
no supply of an adequateiy perma- 
nent and efficient personnel for med- 
ical boards, no records of a satisfac- 
tory nature availavie regarding very 
many casualties, no instructions re- 
Saraing pensions,” 

“The Canadian Medical Service 
have failed to an almost criminal de- 
gree, ‘dhere have been no precau- 
lions to secure ready identification of 
the soldier, No thumb prints, photo- 
graphs or records of marks, © Rec~ 
ords are hopelessly bad . The organ- 
ization of the discharge boards has 
been bad.’ 

Personnel Bad ‘e 

“The personnel of the Canadian 
Army Medical corps has been rreat- 
ly hampered by the granting of g@om* 
missions to medical men whose ability 
in civil life and in some cases whose 
well-known habits were such as to

RUSSIAN TROOPS 
DEMAND MONEY TO 
QUIT FINLAND 


STOCKHOLM, Dec. 14.—According 
to the Helsingfors newspaper, Huvud- 
stadsbladet, the so-called district com- 
mitiee of Russian soldiers has notified 
the Finnish government that the Rus- 
sian soldiers cannot be withdrawn un- 
til the Finnish government gives the 
committee 100,000 marks to cover ex- 
penses. The committee, which origin- 
all’ was an organization formed in 
revolt against Kerensky, now repre- 
gents the Leninites in Finland and its 
demand for money is signed “in the 
name of the Russian republic,” 

The paper, while representing the 
demand as an attempt at blackmail, 
expresses the opinion that it would be 
cheap to get rid of the law of the 
Russian soldiers, 

The incident is considered to show 
the financial weakness of Bolshey!ki 
government, Whose Toubles no longer 
are accepetd in Finland. 

A considerable number of Russian 
soldiers are reported to have with- 
drawn from Finland to the Swedish 
border,

“It is a grave indictment of the 
Canadian Medical Service to say that

tnat inspections by competent med- 
ical officers are ludicrously  intre- 
quent; that a good deal of the sur- 
gery is bad, and that quite 256 per 
cent. of the patients are retained in 
hospitals for weeks, sometimes for 
months after thoy miéuld be sent 
out.” 

Waste in Evidence 

“A constant effort seems to have 
been made to keep these institutions 
filled, often at the expense of Cana- 
dian convalescent hospitals, and in 
at least four instuices agreements 
existed for a considerable time, under 
which the Canadian authorities 
agreed to pay upon a 90 per cent. 
capacity whether 90 per cent, of the 
beds were occupied or not.” 

Dr. Bruce found that “the admin- 
istration of the voluntary aid detach- 
ment group in Shorneliffe area has 
cost $118,927 a year for a total of 
443 Canadian patients, who could 
have been taken care of by one sta- 
tionary hospital, because at the pres- 
ent time we have in England. the 
personne! of three stationary hospitals 
which are unemployed, but are being 

aid for by us, so that this cost of 
118,927 a year is an entire waste.” 

“Only in very rare cases are op- 
erations fof varicocele and varicose 
veins justified by the afterr esult, and, 
jon the whole, soldiers would be de- 
| cidedly better off were these opera- 
| tions never allowed. Even where the 
operation has been well performed 
(which is far from being the rule), 
its success ts too frequently visited by 
. continuance of aching, stiffness, 
| ete,” 

“In conclusion, I may say that evi- 
dence of a broad and comprehensive 
policy, which would ensure that most 
efficient care and treatment of our 
men with due regard to the preven- 
tion of waste of public money, has 
been sought for in vain, and appears 
to be conspicuous by its absence.”’ 


| 11,341 RETURNED 
| MEN IN HOSPITAL 


OTTAWA, Dec, 14.—On November 
30 there were 11,341 returned soldiers 
on the rolls of the military hospitals’ 


commission command, being an in- 
Crease of 198 in a week's time. In 
the hospitals in the United Kingdom 
on the week ended November 16, 
there were 22,829, being an increase 
of 1,704 over the previous week 

Of the patients in Canada, 9,281 
were ordinary convalescents, and 3638 
were in sanatoria and 692 were in 
various other hospitals, 

On November 12, the latest date on 
which statistics were compiled, there 
were 1,201 returned soldiers receiving 
courses in vocational re-education, 
due to the fact that their disabilities 
prevented them from returning to 
their old occupations.

Warning Note to American People 
by Hoover—Situation in 
Canada 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—A warn- 
ing was sounded by Herbert C. Hoov- 
er, food administrator, yesterday that 
the American people were to be called 
upon to sacrifice far more in order to 
feed the Allies and friendly nations 
than Was at first thought necessary. 
“Starvation on an unparalleled scale, 
must ensue abroad unless there was 
a hearty response,” Mr, Hoover said. 
“The food situation in Europe,” he 
said, “is far graver than when the 
preliminary survey of the food supp’y 
of the world was made for this year. 
We have an abundance for ourselves, 
and it is the policy of the food admin- 
istration, by the prevention of exports, 
to retain for our people an ample 
supply of every essential foodstuffs. 
The harvests of our Allies have proved 
less than we had contemplated, and 
| the great curtailment of shipping by 
the submarine during the last few 
months has further prevented therm 
from access to remote markets. 

“Beyond the demands of the Allies 
there is a call upon us from friendly 
neutrals for food, and if we cannot at 
jeast in part respond to those neutral 
calls, starvation on an unparalleled 
scale must ensue. 

“Food has taken a dominant posti- 
tlon in the war, and we must ask the 
American people to sacrifice more 
than we at first thought.” 

Statement by Hanna 

OTTAWA, Dec. 14.—Hon. W. J. 
Hanna, food controller, in a statement 
issued today, says: 

“As food controller, I cannot change 
the fact of the world shortage. l can- 
not, by decree, overcome the tremen- 
dous deficiency.of wheat in the Al- 
iied countries, or supply the war de- 
mand from empty granaries. But I 
can, and I will, do all in my power to 
prevent speculation, to ensure equit- 
| able distribution of essential food sup- 
plies and to limit middiemen’s prof- 
its to a reasonable compensation for 
necessary services, My office is now 
engaged in a general plan of licens; 
ing, which will enable us to regulate 
| the trade in food commodities at all 
stages between the producer and the 
consumer, No hardships will be im- 
| posed upon the legitimate dealer, but 
| we shail force out the speculator and 
the parasite. The interests of the con- 
sumer shall be protected in every pos- 
sible way.”’ 

Must Have License 

Mr. Hanna announced last night 
| that on and after February 1, 1918, no 
| person or firm dealing, wholesale, in 
| fresh fruits or fresh vegetables, either 
|at producing points or in distributing 
centres, would be permitted to operate 
without a license from his office.

Sir Robert Borden denies that 
Judge Winchester had authority 
to say that married men would be 
conscripted in February. It is 
significant that Sir Robert is not 
reported as denying the correct- 
ness of the statement. 


Facts Versus Wishes 

Sir Robert Borden is explaining 
Gaily that it is not his wish that 
the Military Service Act should 
operate as a conscription bill in 
one part of the country and an ex- 
emption bill in another part. It 
so happens that it is not the wishes 
of Sir Robert as explained on the 
platform, but the wishes of Sir 
Robert as incorporated in the pro- 
visions of the Act which count. 
Whatever Sir Robert may claim 
to want, the fact remains that the 
conscription bill “is” eorseripting 
inen in those parts of the country 
where voluntary enlistment was 
heaviest and exempting men in 
those parts where voluntary en- 
listment was light. 


Side-Stepping the Responsibility 

An Ottawa dispatch quotes a 
high officer of the Department of 
Militia to the effect that the Gov- 
ernment has not any jurisdietion 
with respect to General Currie. 
The Toronto Globe, which is sup- 
porting the Government, also ex- 
plains that General Currie’s *‘rank 
‘Sand honors were conferred on 
“the refommendation of the Com- 
‘mander-in-Chief, and that the 
‘Canadian Government had noth- 
‘ing whatever to do with their 
‘‘hestowal.’’ This disposition to 
repudiate responsibility for Gener- 
al Currie is in striking contrast to 
the credit that was claimed for the 
Government when he captured 
Passchendaele a few weeks ago. 
The change of attitude toward the 
General is no doubt due to the 
statement, which is made official- 
ly, that he lost 20,000 men out of 
a fighting force of 60,000: in thirty 
days. Whether the public will be 
satisfied with the announcement 
that our Government has stripped 
itself of power, direct or indirect, 
to care for the army and to require 
a prudent use of it remains to be 
wen,

This letter was sent because of an 
inquiry directed to the department by 
the Liberals’ headquarters as a re- 
sult of hearing that Conservatives at 
Stratford were promising exemptions 
to farmers’ sons.

LONDON, Dec 138.—Despite the 
fairly large number of sinkings re- 
ported this week, there is an increase 
optimism among those who know 
the submarine war situation They 
see no reason for modification or alter- 
ation of Premier Lloyd George's state- 
ment of Nov 20, that there is no long- 


;er any fear of the submarine proving 


a decisive factor in the war. 
Events since Nov 20, in fact, 
tended to imerease rather than de- 
crease the confidence with which the 
premier spoke. The month of Novem- 
ber was a red letter month in 
anti-U-boat war for three reasons, 
Firest—Lost tonnage during 
month was the lowest since the unre- 
stricted submarine campaign 
Second—The sinkings of enemy sub- 


marines were the greatest ever re- 
corded in a single month. 
Third—The launchings of new 
merchanitmen m British yards,

Jem Driscoll’s Birthday Anniversary. 

Sergeant Jem Driscoll, of the Royal Welsh Horse,—that, at last 
reports was the status and rank of one of the most popular boxers 
England has turned out in many years. Maybe Jem is still dealing 
knockout blows to the Boche, or maybe he has died fighting—those 
things are hard to tell in these days of strict consorship. Anyway, 
Jem was born at Cardiff thirty-seven years ago. He was the British 
featherweight champion for long time, and also claimed the world's 
title for that division. Driscoll's first year in the ring was 1901, when 
he won all of his eight bé« seven of them by knockouts. In 1908, 
after he knocked out J¢ vker in the seventeenth round at Lon- 
don, Driscol! visited A 1 He defeated Matty Baldwin, Char- 
ley Griffin and Grover Ha at Boston and Leach Cross in New York, 
and on February 1%, 1909, in one of the greatest ten-round bouts ver 
witnessed, he earned an even break with Abe Attell, who was then 
at his best. In 1910 Driscoll went back to London, where he defeated 
Seaman Hayes and knocked out Spike Robeson. Later that year he 
took on his countryman, Freddie Welsh, in his native Cardiff, losing 
on a foul in ten rounds, He took part in only one battle in 1911, 
administering « sleey» potion to Spike Robeson.

SERVICE AND CIVILIZATION. 


Perhaps it is not quite out of place 
that we Canadians should allow our- 
selves some of the credit for having 
shown our neighbors to the south— 


the only neighbors whose territory we 
touch—what to do in this werld-con- 
flict and for having blazed the trail 
for them. We did this, not by vehe- 
ment boasting, but by quiet example 
coupled with such educative influen- 
ces as the opportunity of our daily 
lives presented. Public opinion is 
moulded by events and by discussion 


of these events. The sinking of the 
Lusitania was undoubtedly the one 
event above all others which ultim- 


ately brought the United States into 
the war, but the United States, as a 
nation, is not fighting today merely 
to avenge the killing of American citi- 
zens. She realizes that the Lusitania 
horror was but one of the incidents 
which opened her eyes to the real 
meaning and the real magnitude of 
the struggle from which she held aloof 
for nearly three years. 

Among those who spoke, in the Un- 
ited States, with the voice of Canada, 
was Dr. J. A. Macdonald, of Toronto, 
Released from the absorbing daily 
routine ef the duties of the editorial 
direction of a newspaper, he was able 
to devote himself to platform work of 
a notable character.

A UNIVERSITY AT HOME.

plete and independent in itself, and 
written by a recognized authority in 
the particular subject dealt with. The 
Library is edited by: Professor Gil- 
bert Murray, of Oxford; Mr. Herbert 
Fisher, Vice-Chancellor of Sheffleld 
University; Professor J. Arthur Thom- 
son, of Aberdeen, and Professor W. 
T. Brewster, of New York. The one 
hundred and seventh votume, just 
out, is “Serbia,” by L. F. Waring R.

Saving Sabbath. From War Shock 


The International Sunday-School Lesson For December 16th is 
“Nehemiah Enforees The Law Of The Sabbath.” 
. Nehemiah 15:15-22.

Civil tumult has often changed so- 
cial and even religious institutions. 
War's effects are not ali fel: only on 
the battlefield. There are vast con- 
sequences to civilization invalved, 
with which all teachers of morals 
and religion should primarily con- 
cern themselves. Religion herself 
needs to be especially vigilant lest, 
while devoting her most sacred ener- 
gies to the protection,” by means of 
armed confliet, of the ideals which 
are fundamental to civilization, she 
lose certain heritages as precious as 
those for which civilization is bat- 
thing. These are grave days for all 
who have a responsibility for the con- 
servation and extension of the great 
teachings of the Gospel Only the 
most stupid and unobservant persor 
ean fail to see that the moral and 
social consequenees of a wortd war 
are by no means clear and assured. 

As it is now, so it was in the days 
of Nehemiah. In this pertinent old 
story, which has been assigned for 
study by the Sunday schools of the 
world, we learn how life had grown 
lax in old Jerusalem, under the stress 
of conquest and civil disorganization. 
“Out West” conditions. as we knew 
them a generation ago, prevailed. 
The usages of the fathers had been 
allowed to slip away. The Jews who 
were dealing with the disturbed con- 
ditions of the old city had been so 
bent upon “practical” questions thet 
they had permitted the institutions 
for which Jerusalem peculiarly stood, 
to lapse; while they borrowed freely 
ef the laxer customs of the surround- 
ing peoptes. Amid an environment 
! iy heathen, the sons of promise 
f their inheritance. 


Especially shocked was Nehemiah 
by the violations of the Mosaic laws 
ef the Sabbath. The foreigners in 
the city were largely responsible for 
this, just as immigration has so deep- 
ly. eolored our own civil life. But 
Jews as well as heathen were buying 
and sefling on the holy day, and 
treating it like amy other day of the 
week. They hadeBeen “too busy” 
to take cogniance of the Sudbath of 
their fathers. Like dwellers im for- 


the day that had meant so much 
when they were back home. It is not 
tnknown for persons who were once 
chureh workérs, and Sundas school 
teachers, to grow siack even in 
ehurch attendance when they move 
to a new community, where laxer 
standards prevail. 
A Steremgoas. Reformer. 

Some of us would have felt 2 self- 
complacent sense of superiority over 
the conduct of these violators of 
God's law, had we been in Nehe- 
miah’s position. Or else we should 
have gathered together a little com- 
pany of the strieter sort, like-minded 
folk, and bewa‘ied the deterioration 
of the times. Not so Nehemiah. He 
Was like a Canadian, in that he ever 


“Turned a keen, untroubled face.

Bo Nehemiah spoke to the right per- 
sons in condemnation of the shocking 
laxity; then he shut the city gates 
against the non-Sabbath-keepine for- 
eigners; then he threatened persist- 
ent violators with the rigors of the 
law. But let us have the story itself, 
as Nehemiah told it: 

“In those days saw I in Judah some 
treading wine-presses on the Sabbath, 
and bringing In sheaves, and lading 
asses; as also wine, grapes and figs, 
and all manner of burdens, which 
they brought into Jerusalem on the 
Sabbath day; and I testified against 
them in the day wherein they sold 
victuals. There dwelt men or Tyre 
also therein, which brought fish, and 
all manner of ware, which they sold 
unto the children of Judah, and in 
Jerusalem. Then I contended with 
the nobles of Judah, and said unto 
them, What evil thing is this ye do, 
and profane the Sabbath day?’ Did 
not your fathers thus, and did not 
our God bring all this evif upen us, 
and upon this city? yet ye bring more 
wrath upon Israel by profaning the 
Sebbath. And it came to pass, before 
the gates of Jerusalem began to be 
dark before the Sabbath, E command- 
ed that the gates be shut, and 
eharged that they should not be open- 
ed until after the Sabbath: and some 
of my servants set [ at the gates, that 
there should no burden be brought 
in on the Sabbath day. Se the mer- 
ehants and sellers of al! kinds of 
ware lodged without Jerusalem once 
or twice. Then I testified against 
them, and said unto them, Why ledge 
ye about the wall? If ye do se again, 
I will tay hands on you. From that 
time forth came they no more on the 
Sabbath. And I commanded the Le- 
vites that they should cleanse them- 
selves, and that they should come 
end keep the gates to sanctify the 


Sabbath day.” 
Big Men For Hard Times. 

Something like the hard sense of 
Nehemiah ts needed, in this time of 
transformation, and obscuration of 
more! values, toe save to eiviliation 
its Christian Sabbath. With a sud- 
denness for which most of us were 
not prepared, our very life, as repre- 
sented by our choicest young men, 
has been thrust into the midst of 
radical conditions, and into contact 
with environment wholly different 
from those amid which they were 
reared. All the old order is being 
challenged. There are no sanctities 
beyond the pale of the question mark. 
In a soldier's life little is taken for 
granted, except military duty. The 
conventional! wortd of tens of thou- 
sands of young soldiers is falling 
about their ears. t is not easy for 
them, in this crash of conventional- 
ities, to distinguish between the es- 
sential and the non-essential. 

Therefore the compulsion is strong 
upon all who see clearly and think 
sarely to save the tested integrities, 
social and personal. Some lessons 
whieh the world has been long in 
learning should not be  for- 
gotten fin this day when men go to 
war for spiritual vatues. While we 
fight for liberty and justice and de- 
mocracy, we should not become blind 
to the forces which wundertie these. 
and have made them realities in the 
history of the race. To sacrifice 
lightly the Christian standard of 
morality, the Christian home, and the 
Christian Sabbath. would be really 
to undo what has been so toilsomely 
done by these years of sacrifice and 
suffering. Tt is no small thing to 
hold ourselves up to the level of the 
ideals which have carried us into 
this war. 

Greater than the need for generals 
or strategists or economists or in- 
ventors, in this time of stress, is the 
need for men and women of clear 
moral and ethical and _ spiritual 
vision, who, without sensationalism, 
and without losing their patriotism, 
will call the Christian nations back 
to an appreciation of the ultimate 
verities. That these are beund up 
with monogamy, the Christian Sab- 
bath, and with the Christian concep- 
tion of personal virtue, is easily dem- 
onstrable. Such teachers will pre- 
pare us te eonduct our common life 
on the same high plane upon which 
this war for humanity has been 
maintained. The sacrificial lesson of 
the battlefield will not have been 
learned in vain. 

What Kind Of Sunday? 

Peactionaries and conventionalists 
are not the ones to call the world 
back to the great essentials. The 
men whose religion is perfunctory, 
and acquired, Uke a suit of clothes, 
in a theological shop, can have small 
part in this rennaissance. Itliberal 
and intolerant folk, whose creed is a 
set of rules and negations, are like- 
wise unfitted for this greatest of 
tasks imposed by the war. It needs 
cosmopolitan men, of a charity like 
unto that of Christ, and with a meas- 
ure of His own passion for right- 
eousness, and able to see beneath 
the overlay of the centuries the es- 

tial principle, to arouse the world 
to an appreciation of the heroic pro- 
portions of the religious task that lies 
before the Church today. 

Clearly, we cannot have back the 
Puritan Sabbath. Nor do we want 
it. It savored more of old John Mil- 
ton than of the Bible. It was a dark- 
some thing, with little of the sweet- 
ness and joy of even the Jewish Sab- 
bath about it. Who can tell the tale 


rest day underlies all true Sabbath- 
keeping. 

If it may not be a mere holiday, it 
surely must be a holy day. a dy 
with a divine stamp upon it; a day 
which comes whispering softly. like 
a Summer breeze, “I am not like 
other dags. The man who thinks 
he can keep the Saboath on the goif 
links, or im bed, is either deceived 
himseif or is deceiving others. The 
Sabbath was made for man, but it is 
nevertheless the Lord's Day. [It is 
sacred to rest of the badw and re 
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and if religion goes, morality goes; 
and if morality goes, than civilization 
goes. That is no new lesson. It has 
been written over and over again 
upon the pages of history. 

The issues at stake, at the present 
time and in connection with this par- 
ticular subject, are not light ones. 
They strike their roots down to the 
fundamentals of life. In the preser- 
vation of a wholesome ahd holy Sab- 
bath, even though it differ greatly 
from the institution as our grand- 
fathers knew it, there are involved 
considerations as important as any 
of those for which civilization is now 
battling on the soil of Europe, Asia 
and Africa.
